Kane has never been a 
high selling comic - advance orders have 
never gone above 2000 - and it's very hard to 
justify continuing to. work on a comic which 
doesn't bring in enough money to cover the 
studio rent. 


| have tried a few things to try and bump up 
the readership, but to little effect. | had 
thought that Jack Staff would bring in new 
readers, and whilst there is a renewed interest 
in the book collections, which continue to sell 
well, that hasn't been reflected in the sales of 
the single issues. 


The good news is that | will be continuing with 
Kane, but instead of being released as a 
bimonthly(ish) comic, there will be a Kane 
book (containing all new material) published 
every 12 - 18 months. 


Hopefully, by combining the readership of the 
comics and the book collections | should be in 
a much stronger position to be able to 
continue the story. 


Jack Staff will continue as an ongoing series - 
sales are stronger than those of Kane, and 
continue to build.

Kane over the years, and | hope | can continue 
to count on your readership in the years to 
come!
